Bight hundred hack and carriage drivers 
went out on strike Wednesday morning. 
Of these the vast majority are St. Louis 
G@rivors, while a small number are union 
men working in East St.. Louis. 

The strike is directed against the St. 
Louls ELiverymen’s and Undertakers’ As- 
sociation. The men have been working on 
& wage scale of $il per week. They de- 
mand $12.50, a 12-hour day, recognition of 
the union and 2 cents per hour for,over- 
time. 

Officials of the Citizens’ Industrial Asso- 
elation, which supports the liverymen and 
undertakers in their stand against their 
employes, declare that any attempt of the 
etrikers.to interfere with funerals will be 
promptly suppressed, “even if the militia 
has to be called out.”’ 

Representatives of the unions declare 
that the strike management will counten- 
ance no violence. William Reynolds, a 
business agent of the union, adds, however, 
that the unions contro] 250 independent car- 
riages and eight hearses and that with 
these “they propose to conduct whatever 
funerals there will be during the satrike.’’ 

The strike order was issued, as ex- 
clusively forecasted in the late editions of 
the Post-Dispatch Tuesday, at a midnight 
mass meeting at the headquarters of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
1026 Franklin avenue.

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AUSSIA CALLS 
ON FRANCE TO. 
~ GIVE. ADUICE 


The Most Significant Step Yet Taken 
in Negotiations With Japan, Show- 
ing the Extreme Gravity of the 
Next Move to Be Made Soon: 


MUCH SEEMS TO DEPEND 
ON FRENCH GOVERNMENT. 


Russia’s Dilemma Is Due to Her De- 
termination to Not Yield to Japan 
and Still Comply With the Czar’s 
Desire for Peace. 


PARIS, Jan. 2.—The most significant 
step so far taken by Russia is now in prog- 
ress—exchanges of communications with 
France concerning the position Russia will 
finally adopt in response to the last Japan 


note. 

Long conferences between Foreign Minis- 
ter Delcasse and M. Nelidoff, the Russian 
ambassador, are being held dally. 

Prior to these Russia had not consulted 
France and M. Nelidoff went to Cannes for 
an extended stay, telling his diplomatic col- 
leagues that he happily had no part in the 
Russo-Japanese negotiations. 

Following the presentation of Japan's last 
demands, M. Nelidoff ‘gave up/ his vacation 
and began frequent conferences with M. 
Delcasse. It is expected that the exchange 
of views will exercise a strong influence in 
shaping the course Russia will adopt. 

Among the officials and diplomats it is 
understood here that the exchanges will 
have the following results: 

1. Russia, appreciating the decisive na- 
ture of the issues presented in Japan's 
last note, desires to secure the advice of 
her nearest political friend. re 

2. France wishes to exercise her f{nfluence 

to prevent a war in which she might be- 
come embroiled. 
i} More particularly France has begun to 
realize that she ought to be consulted cen- 
cerning Rusgia’s course tn China, as Rus- 
sia and France jointly promulgated the 
note of March 19, 1902, and setting forth 
that they would act together concerning 
the integrity and free develupment of 
China. , 

Concepfing Russia's wish to consult 
France, it is said that the Russian foreign 
minister, Count Lamsdorff, has a high re- 
gard for M. Delcasse’s prudence in the 
difficult situation. 

One of the most prominent diplomats said 
today that Count Lamedorff’s task in an- 
swering the Japanese note is one of the 
most difficult he ever observed, owing to 
Russia's dilemma, due to her determination 
to firmly maintain her position and at the 
same time comply with the Czar’s desire 
for peace. 

M. Delcasse’s talks with members of the 
diplomatic corps during the last few days 
revealed his extreme desire for the main- 
tenance of peace and his advice to Russia 
undoubtedly followed the same lines. 

It is the general impression here that if 
war hreaks out, the best diplomacy may 
not succeed in keeping France out of the 
imbroglio. ‘Therefore, M. Delcasse, con- 
sidering the self-interests of France as 
well as of the Franco-Russian note of 
1892, is counseling pacific adjustment. 

Concerning the specific character of M. 
Delcasse's advice, the only guide is the 
note of 1902, which is being much 4dis- 
cussed in the efforts to determine its 
bearing on the present situation. The 
text of the document refers to the purpose 
of the two governments to safeguard the 
integrity of China and approves the prin- 
ciple that China and Corea shal] remain 
open to the commerce and industry of 
all nations. This course is construed here 
as restricted to the 18 provinces of old 
China and as not applying to Manchuria 
and other parts of the Chinese Empire 
outside of old China. 

Therefore, while the Franco-Russian 
agreement is serving to bring about an ex- 
change of views it is hoped that the agree- 
ment does not limit Russia concerning 
Manchuria,

TALKING OF PEACE WHILE 
HUREYING WAR PREPARATIONS 


LONDON, Jan. W.—All the talk is of 
peace, but all.the acts are in the directioy 
of war. 

This is the Russo-Japanese situation to- 
day. 

The Pekin correspondent of the Times 
deciares in a dispatch that Japan's latest 
note is stronger in tone than the preceding 
one, and thut she will neither yield her 
moderate standpoint nor accept the media- 
tion of a third power. 

Other correspondents at St. Petersburg, 
Berlin and Tokio believe that Russia will 
recede, and there wil] be no war. But 
it is known that Russia is adding to her 
strength in the east. 

The Russian baitieship Aurora, the trans- 
port Orel, the collier Saratoff, and nine. 
torpedo boats bound for the far east have 
entered the Suez canal. 

The Port Arthur correspondent of the 
Daily Mail declares that eleven .Russian 
battalions of infantry, together with cav- 
airy and artillery, have been dispatched 
to the Yalu river. He mentions also an 
urconfirmed report that Japan has landed 
troops in southern Corea. 

This correspondent cables that he, has 
had an interview with Admiral Alexiei?, 
the Russian viceroy, who spoke hopefully 
of the possibility of peace. TRe viceroy 
then referred the correspondent to his 
diplomatic agent, M. Pilancon, who em- 
Phasized the impossibility .of Russia's 
evacuation &f Manchuria, and said:

IS WOMAN'S NOVEL DEFENSE

‘Neither Conscience Nor Pity Sways 
This Amazing Human Puzzle, Who 
Talks Quietly of Her Gentle Rear- 
ing and Happy Girlhood Days.

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—Gabrielle Bombard, 
the strangler, must return to France. The 
United States* authorities at Ellis Island, 
where the woman is detained, are deter- 
mined to deport her under the law forbid- 
ding the immigratic2 of ex-convicts. 

The Bombdrd woman has made no effort 
to hide her identity, although she has just 
served her 18-year sentence as an accom- 
plice in ohne of the most extraordinary 
murders in the annals of crime. 

Convicted of being the accomplice 
Michael Eyraud in the murder of Toulssant 
Gouffe. a well-to-do bailiff, she was im- 
mured in prison on the very day that 
Eyraud’s head fell upon the seaffold. it 
was more than nine days before the crime 
and its sensational trial were forgotten. A 
noted scientist had urged; that Mile. Bom- 
pard had been under hypnotic influence 
when she aided in the murder of Gouffe, 
but to the great disappointment of the aud- 
fence he was not permitted to make a 
demonstration of this while the trial was 
on 


of 


But immediately she was released the 
other day the scientist put this old theory 
of his to the test, with the startling result 
that the woman under his hypnotic sug- 
gestion went over the whole tragic scene, 
repeating her anguished pleas to Eyraud 
not to force her to the revolting deed. 

The scientist, Dr. Kierdorff, who accom- 
panied the woman, intended to exhibit her 
™ this hypnotic state in the hope to make 
money by giving public exhibitions of tne 
circumstances ‘under which the murder was 
committed. 

The crime for which Mile Bompard 
perved 13 years in prison, and for Which 
Michael Eyraud was gillotined was cOm- 
mitted when she was only 18. She had 
earned an evil reputation. Touissant Goufte, 
a well-to-do bailiff, fell in love with her. 
She and Eyraud, it is charged, conspired 
to murder him for his money. Hiring 
an apartment in the Rue Trongon Ducou- 
dray, the woman lured the victim there 
and induced him to sit on a sofa in front 
of a pair of curtains, behind which Eyraud 
was concealed. While pretending to caress 
him, she took the girdle from her waist 
and put it around his neck. Eyraud seized 
the two ends, attached them to a rope, 
which had been placed around a pulley 
in readiness, and strangled him. 

The body was placed in a 4ack and then 
concealed in a trunk, beside which the 
woman slept that night. The next day 
they took it to Lyons and threw it int 
the Rhone, where it was discovered. 
girl with Eyraud had fled with their vic- 
tim’s money to America, traveling as fa- 
ther and daughter. Here she deserted Ey- 
raud and returned to Paris with a young 
Frenchman named Garanger. To him she 
confessed the crime, which he made her 
dtaciose to the police. Eyraud was captured 
in Cuba, where he tried to commit sui- 
cide. 

The trial was attended by the most fash- 
lonable people in Paris. Prof. Loegois 
maintained that the girl had acted her 
part in the crime under hypnotic sugges-

Visit of Sanitary Company’s Attor- 
neys First Reply to Notice That 
Contracts Are Void. 


Former Judge Jacob Klein and Sim T. 
Price, attorneys for the St. Louis Sanitary 
Co., were closeted for several minutes with 
Mayor Wells im the mayor's office Wednes- 
duy. At the conclusion of the conference 
none of the gentlemen would discuss it at 
length. Mayor Wells said: 

“l am not in a position to discuss the gar- 
bage situation at length, or the questions 
that. we G@iscussed. I am not in the least 
alarmed over the situation, however. The 
collection and reduction of garbage is pro- 
ceeding, and no emergency exists in that 
direction. 

“If any emergency should arise, the city 
is in a position to take care of itself.” 

The mayor would not explain more fully 
the precautions that had been taken by the 
city. 

The St. Louis Sanitary Co. and the Excel- 
sior Hauling Co. were notified some time 


ago, that, in view of the Butler decision 
by the supreme court, the contracts held 
by them with the city were void. The visit 
paid by the attorneys to Mayor Wells 

ednesday is the first intimation that the 
two companies have given that they re- 
ceived the notifications. 

It ts believed around the City Hall that 
there is an understanding that. for the time 
be and while the new garbage bills are 
pending in the Municipal Assembly, the for- 
mer contractors will be allowed to continue 
the callection and reduction. and that they 
will be paid for the work at an understood 


price. 

Mayor Wells’ definite statement that the 
city is ready to take care of the garbage if 
an emengency should arise is taken to mean 
that preparations have been made to take 
up the work at once if the collection and re- 
duction companies should suddenly decide 
to cease the work.

Miss Florence King, Lawyer, Con- 
vinces Court Mrs. Rogers Has 
Right to Husband’s Patents. 


OTHER LAWYERS FEARED CASE 


But This Self-Reliant Woman Saw Its 
Possibilities and Carried All 
Her Points. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Jan. =.-—Fifteen years ago & 
shy young country girl was summoned 
from her log cabin home to serve 48 4 wit- 
ness in a neighbor’s lawsuit. It was her 
first glimpse of the great world that lay 
beyond the hamlet where she was born. 
The sleepy town was more imposing than 
the walled cities of her dreams, the lUttle 
courthouse was a stately hall of justice, 
and the cabalistic signs of the shorthand 
reporter filled her soul with awe. 

Last week this girl won the most bril- 
liant legal] battle ever fought by a woman. 
Other women have essisted senior counsel 
in famous suits. But Miss Florence H. 
King, only woman patent lawyer in this 
country, fought her fight, single handed 
and alone, before Judge Kolklsaat in the 
United States Circuit Court of Chicago, 
and on her oval argument won a verdict 
against a $5,000,000 compan and secured 
an injunction se binding at no human 
being , but - Mrs. Myrtie ogers can 
manufacture, sell, or ‘use the Rogers pat- 
ents. 

In May, 1900, the inventor of «he noted 
Rogers’ ‘‘receptacie’’ and ‘‘packing,’’ known 
among railroad men as the ‘‘Rogers goods,”’ 
died, .leaving his right and patents to 
his wife, Mrs. Myrtie M. Rogers. The pack- 
ing is cotton waste and steel wool, the 
latter made of steel turnings, cut spiral- 
ly from steel rods, expressly manufactured 
for this purpose. The receptacle was a 
clever device for holding the packing 
against the axle in the journal] box. The 
demand for packing is enormoves, for the 
United States rallroads alone use 34,000,- 
000 pounds arhually at 20 cents a pound, 


affording a royal revenue to the manufac- 
turers. 


Widow Defied 


by Big Corporation. |. 
Mrs. Rogers was unfamiliar with buasi- 
ness tactics and finally accepted the prope- 


sition of the newly organized Federal Sup- 
ply Co., which was incorporated for $5,000,- 
000, to transfer her patents on a leent ’ 
the compary contracting to pay her a 
minimum royalty of 3 cents a pound for the 
packing, or $2000 every quarter.

LAST MESSAGE WAS TO WIFE 


Asked Her Not to Enter the House 
Alone—Was Successful Grad- 
uate of Yale.

Engineers Supply Co., 400 North Second 
street, and was employed by that company 
last December. .He learned the combination 
of the safe and when, on Jan. 6 it wag 
found that $47 had been stolen from the 
safe he was arrested. He confessed that 
he had taken the money, but said he had 
not intended to keep it. He returned $45 
of the amount when: arrested. 

The disgrace of the exposure affected 
his mind and he jis believed to have been 
insane for several days past. Besides. his 
wife he leaves a 10-year-old daughter and 
a father and mother in Lansing, Mich. 


CABANNE CLUB REMAINS DRY

Temperance Lesson in Story of Down- 
fall of Once Trusted Bank 
Employe. 


BOTH NOW ON BLACKWELL'S 


‘Moderate Tippling Brought Us 
Here,” Cays Garvin R. Dick, For- 
merly of the Chase National. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. Jan. 20.—Garvin R. Dick, 
former clerk of the check department of 
the Chase National Bank, sat on a bench 
in the room for visitors at the workhouse 
on Blackwell's island. He wore prisoner 
trousers, prison shoes and a prison hat. 

‘“Mppling brought me here,”’ he said, “just 
a drink or two a day with a friend. That's 
what downed me. Moderate drinking is the 
most insidious form of indulgence. 

“It was moderate drinking also that 
brought my wife here. She had her circle 
of friends, and they had their social glass. 
She will agree with me that the hard drink- 
er has not as much to fear as those who 
take a social glass regularly.’’ 

Dick and his wife, whose maiden name 
was Gertrude Bancker, popular in the Har- 
lem set, were taken to the island at the 
same time, sentenced for six months be- 
cause neither could give the required bond 
of $30. 

Friends of Dick, who used to know him 
when he stood behind the grating of the 
Chase National gnd counted up the checks 
and classified them, would not have recog- 
nized in the thin-faced, white-haired, un- 
shorn prisoner, feebly and penitently tell- 
ing of his downfall, the game smiling, jovial 
and confident young man who was pointed 
out as a model to many of the subordi- 
nate clerks in the big bank. 

‘IT didn't bri my wife down with me. 
I didn’t cause her to take up drinking,”’ 
he said. “It was her circle of friends with 
whom ehe used to take a social glass when 
they came together that caused her to bo 
here with me. 

“I had no idea that I would ever be as 
low ag this. I came to New York from 
New Brungwick, Canada, more than 2% 
years ago. I was barely more than a boy 
then and I had hopes of accomplishing 
something in the big city. It was the habit 
of all the people in my Canadian neigh- 
borhood to take a glass of whisky when 
they wanted it. I thought, too, thet I could 
drink like a gentleman and suffer no ill 
effects. I got a position 23 years ago with 
the bunk as one of the clerks, at $15 a 
week. I worked hard, and was shortly 
afterward advanced.

“Whenever the boys would ask me out 
to have @ drink I would not refuse, but I 
was not what one might call tin the habit of 
Grinking. I knew thk&t I could stop it at 
any time.

By hard work in a year or two I was ad- 
vanced again and we took a handsomer 
home. ad several friends at the bank.

‘HAT prompted me to write a 
W comic opera libretto I must 
stop for a moment to think. 


I believe I should say curiosity—to see®* if 
I could do so, successfully. It had been a 
matter of wonder to me for years that 
prominent writers of undeubted brains and 
talent did not get better results from their 
work in this line; and I felt sure that when 
such men as Augustus Thomas and Clyde 
Fitch tried it and failed, there must be 
reasons not apparent to the casual observ- 
er why the same care and ability which 
brought many charming and remunerative 
plays to light could not be wholly effeotive 
in constructing a musical comedy. It was 
this fedr of unknown and therefore more 
forbidding difficulties which made me hesi- 
tate for long, though I had had many talks 
with my talented friend, Alfred G. Robyn, 
about the matter. I felt sure that were I 
to collaborate with him the musical end 
of the opera would be all right. He had no 
reason,. however, to feel any such confidence 
in me. While In New York we went to 
one musical show after another and grew 
more and _more discouraged. Ragtime 
melodies in the tritest possible form would 
get five and six encores, if backed up with 
‘“‘business’’ by the chorus; and Robyn would 
look at me and. say ‘I could never do 
that.’’ A cannibal king of some mythical 
country would sing a song, mentioning 
in the most familiar way ‘‘the FPlat-iron 
building,’’ the “‘subway’”’ and other things 
he could not possibly have known about. 
I would look at Robyn and say “I could 
never do that." In a day-time scene on 
an American yacht ‘the lights would be 
dimmed. a crowd of girls in kimonas, wav- 
ing Jjoss-sticks, would suddenly appear, 
without .the slightest apparent reason, and 
sing a sort of a “Coono’’-Chinese song; af- 
ter which they would disappear, things 
would resume their normal trend and we 
would look at each other and say, “We never 
could do that.” Then I braced my nerve 
and said, ““‘Why should we do it? Let’s do 
something different.’’ 


“But,” said Fred, “this seems te pe what 
the people want.”’ 


“No,” I answered, “it's not. They take 
this because they can’t get anything bet- 
ter. We will write something with which 
we will attempt to please ourselves, and 
if successful in this I will guarantee to 
please the public.” All very big talk 
which may'be characteristic, to put it m!ld- 
ly, as “the optimism of inexperience.” 
But we went to work nevertheless, and in a 
short time we had a rough model of ‘“The 
Yankee “Consul.” 


We first agreed upon what we wouldn't 
have. There was to be no drinking song, 
no Maypole dance, no hunting chorus, no 
ragtime, nor any Song wth a chorus be- 
ginning “For she's my—."" There were 


be no anachronisms and no songs which | 


were out of character—even unto verses of 
topical songs. There were a whole lot of 
other things we were going to do to 
please and surprise a long-suffering public 
—‘‘dreams, idle dreams!’’ 

However. it was decided that the loca.e 
should be Spanish or Mextican, with a dash 
of American for contrast; that for variety 
in musical numbers we would need a tenor, 
baritone and basso, a #prano and alto; 
and for the comedy numbers a comedian 
and character woman. We then arranged 
a sequence of twenty musical numbers in 
two acts beginning with the usnal opening 
chorus and continu'ng through solos, duos, 
topical songs and ensembles, following in 
such order as to insure the greatest vari- 
ety. All this, mark you, before the story 
and plot were even considered. Having got 
this far, Mr. Robyn .was obliged to re- 
turn to St. Louls. It was up to me to 
send him my ‘“book”’ and lyrics before he 
could begin his work. But I didn’t senda 
them. I coukin't get started. One morning 
my eye caught this heading in a news- 
paper—"A Revolution in Santo Domingo.” 
It was a speotal telegram of about twenty 
lines. When I hed finished reading the 
item I hed my story. 


I fear there is oné very serious cam- 
plaint which the public may make against 
my “‘book,”’ and that {ft ig not “up to date.” 
For this I am scarcely to blame. The fault 
is rather to be attributed to the strenu- 
ousness of the San Dominicans who start a 
new revolution each week. We have 
brought the opera up to date twice, but 
they ere still six revolutions ahead of us.

Under the 
guidance of that matter of stagecraft 
Mr. George Marion, many valuable changés’ 
were carried into effect. Some of the music 
which bordered too closely on the classic 
for probable popularity was sidetracked 
to make room for more jingling ‘tunes.’ 
Notably, the mystery scene preceding the

“My: San Domingo. Maid,” which, I think,

AMAZED AT THE REVELATIONS,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The New York 
World and Post-Dispatch’s exposure of 
the Panama revolution plot was made the 
basis for consideration by a caucus of 
Democratic senators yesterday afternoon 
and deferred a°final division of the party 
on the question of ratifying the pending 
eanal treaty. 

When the World and Post-Dispatch arti- 
cle appeared all hope of uniting Democrats 
in solid opposition to the treaty had been 
e@bandoned. Previous discussion in caucus 
had demonstrated that the two-thirds rule 
could not be applied. At least one-third of 
the minority insisted on being left to vote 
according to its judgment. It had been de- 
oe to make no additional efforts looking 

to party harmony on this question. 

The disaffection in the minority had been 
heightened by announcements that Sena- 
tors Mallory, Simmons and Clay would 
make speeches. on the various resolutions 
of inquiry now pending, assuming the posi- 
tion that under the existing conditions and 
in view of the great popular demand for 
an isthmian canal, they would fogego their 
dislike for the methods by which the seces- 
gion was accomplished and the negotiations 
of a treaty with the newly established re- 
public were carried on and support the 
treaty on final ratification.

Cash demands in both have 
been reduced by the higher prices. 


WHEAT—Foreign markets had responded 
not at all, or very faintly, to the l-cent ad- 
vance in American markets yesterday, Liv- 
erpool and London gaining %d and Paris 
losing Ke.

is best prepared to take the field and de- 
liver a telling blow at the outb of hos- 
tilities enjoys a eat advantage in the 
‘game of war.’ o a civilian thé chief 
merit of the new scheme for the control 
of the army would seem to be that it in- 
sures a better state of preparation for 
any emergency which is Mable to arises, in 
that it secures harmonious and united ac- 
tiin on the part of all branches of the 
service, induces the preparation in ad- 
vance of well-devised plans of cam _ 
and provides a larger body of officers: who 
will be well trained to render effective serv- 
ice in all of the staff departments, as well 
as in the field.
